Taft are sincere in wanting cam- 
paign fin d publicity, and the 
citizens of this republic ought tti 
demand that, saying to party 
leader, "We will no more let 
you put dirty deals into the 
palms of voters t han we would 
put sewage into our water sup- 
ply" 

Now, how nny the church fos- 
r, develop and protect a true 
patriotism, which is true practi- 
cal politics? The common atti- 
tude of the respectable citizen 
with reference to things he hates 
is a shrug of the shoulder. It can 
not be cured ; must be endured. 
But it can be cured. The pro- 
gress of the race in these matters 
proves it. Our fathers have 
handed down to us a splendid 
system, but the system cannot 
carry itself. You cannot even 
use with best results a cal- 
iper that has been set by 
another man. You must set 
it yourself. So it is with our 
system. Yon must be there with 
a good sound heart- There is an 
old Jewish legend that the name 
of God was lost long ago and that 
he who finds it will have the se- 
crets of nature and the hearts of 
men. So will he. And the book 
of Revelation promises to him 
that, overcomes in the practical 
battle of life that he shall be 
made a pillar in the temple of 
his God, which temple is with 
men, their hearts and institu- 
tions, and upon him shall be 
written the name of God. 

I read recently the sonorous 
words of that old song, "Build 
Thee More Stately Mansions, O 
My Soul, as the Swift Season 
Hull. "and the wordshave haunt- 
ed me since with a sense of shad- 
ow, for the mansion is usually 
bigger than the- soul and what 
men need is bigger souls, which 
can only be got in the stress and 
strife of life.
